Committee of the Virginia State Agricultu¬
ral Society was held at the Ballard House
yesterday aftemoou.

S. S. Bradford, Colonel Beverly, Major Ro¬
gers, Dr. S. P. Moore, I>.

IMMIGRATION,
The committee to whom was referred the

subject contained in the communication of
the President laid before the Executive Com¬
mittee cm Twsday night in relation to the
bill now More the Legislature on the sub¬
ject of actual settlers iu Virginia, presented
the following report:
Whereas the experience of every day

teaches u< the necessity of considering tho
vital question of the restoration of the for-
tunes of Virginia by means of inviting
immigration, and thereby securiug the
sale and lease of our uuoccupicd lands ; and
whereas this committee is profoundly im¬
pressed with the absolute and pressing ne¬
cessity of adopting some practical plan to
secure these desired euds; and whereas the
"bill now before the General Assemblv ap¬
pears to embody all the essential features of
such a plan, aud is in accordance with the
views and wishes of the Virginia State Ag¬
ricultural Society as set forth in its memorial
of January 10, lS72, to the Legislature on
the subject of immigration ; therefore

Jiesolccdj That a select committee of three
Im? appointed from this body, whose duty it
shall be to make kuowti to the House of
Delegates, through its Speaker, the Society's
approval of the bill in question, and respect¬
fully desire that the same may become a law.
The report was adopted without a dissent¬

ing vote, and the Chair appointed Messrs.
John Dodsou, S. J'. Moore, and S. S. Brad¬
ford a< the committee referred to in the re¬
port.

PROGRESSIVE AGRICULTURE.

The committee to whom was referred the
communication of Mr. Edmund R. Cocke, of
Cumberland, reported that they had care¬

fully considered all the suggestions therein
contaiued, and recognizing the necessity of
some action on the part of the State Agri¬
cultural Society to enlarge its membership,
increase its usefulness, and meet the require¬
ments of a progressive system of agriculture,
recommend that the pre>ident call a general
meeting of its members to be held in this
city on the 2Gth day of May, aud that all the
friends of the Society, and, indeed, all who
are interested in the 'cause of agriculture,
especially English and other settlers, be cor¬

dially invited to deliberate with the Society.
1. Recommend that as soon as the finan¬

cial condition of the Society will justify the
undertaking an experimental farm should be
established in connection with the Fair
Grounds; that a competent chemist should
be employed, a cabinet of minerals collected,
with such other auxiliaries to enlightened
farming, miuing, &c, as shall be deemed ap¬
propriate.

2. That a Farmers' Exchange and Read-
iug-Room on the plan suggested would he
of emineut utility to the 1'armiDg commu¬
nity as well as to the society. That it is
worthy of consideration whether it can be
maintained in connection with the office of
the secretary of the society. that is, in the
same building and under his supervision,
he of course to receive additional compen¬
sation for his increased duties.

o. That the committee disapprove the re¬
commendation of a salary to the president,
and that the members of the Executive Com¬
mittee should receive paymeut for their tra¬
velling expenses- They consider that the
:;^-Uouoted custom of the Society in this
respect should be seriously observed.

Ju conclusion, the committee express the
hope that much will be done iu the direction
indicated by the memorialist, and that the
decadence of the Society by diminution of
its membership, which is undeniably goiu°-
on at present, may be arrested by vigorous
effort; that the downward current which is
now lamented will soon be reverted and suc¬
ceeded by the flood tide of prosperity.
The report was adopted.

THE TOBACCO INTEREST.

Major R. W. fN. jNoland presented the
following resolution, which was agreed to:
Whereas the Congress of the United States

up to the 30th of June, 1873, has drawn into
the Federal Treasury $23i,6'00 ($140,000 from
the tobacco-tax), and until recently levied
a most onerous tax of 32 cents per pound
on the plug tobacco, the especial product ot
the southern and western Stales ; and where¬
as they reduced the same to a uniform tax of
20 cents per pound by the act of June
6th, 1872, in the liue of which enlightened
legislation a result was reached which in¬
creased the demand for planters' leaf by more
thau 19,000,000 pounds, and at the same time
the revenues ofthe Government; and whereas

a further reduction by the next Congress to
12c. per pound uniform tax would, in the
opinion of this committee, stimulate the con¬
sumption annually to an amount not far short
of 150,000,000 pounds, thereby increasing
the demaud for planters' leaf, and conse¬

quently the prices we would receive lor the
same; therefore.

liesolced, That a committee of fifteen be
appoiuted on the part of the State Agricul¬
tural Society of Virginia, who shall be
charged with laying this subject before the
approacbiut; .National Agricultural Con¬
gress, which meets on the lath ol May next
in the city of Atlanta, Ga., with the urgent

! request that the representative body of the
great agricultural interests of the country
may take such action as in their judgment
may place the interests of the tobacco-grow¬

J. Warren, and Thomas G. Jackson trustees
to take and hold and distribute the estate of
the said the Mutual Building Fund and Dol¬
lar Savings Bank, which the said trustees

j shall do under the direction of E. M. Mc¬
Carthy and J. T. Vaughan, the committee
mentioned in such proceedings, and the
court doth order that the said George
D. Wise, E. J. Warren, and Thomas
G. Jackson, trustees as aforesaid, shall
have and hold all the property and es¬
tate of the said bankrupt m the 9ame winner
and with the same powers and rights in nil
respects as an assignee in bankruptcy would
have done had the resolution of the credi¬
tors of the bankrupt appointing said trustees
bad not been passed ; aud the proceedings of
the said trustees, uuder the direction of tbe
said committee and uuder the orders of this
court, shall be as binding in all respects
as any creditor of said baukrupt whose
debt is provable, who has not signed the
said proceedings, as if he had signed them,
and on any creditor whose debt, if prova¬
ble, is not proved, as if he had proved it.
And the said trustees are ordered to pro¬

ceed to wiud up and settle the said estate
under the direction aqd inspection of such
committee of the creditors for the equal ben¬
efit of all the creditors, .

And such winding up 'find settlement of
the said estate Shall be deemed proceedings
In bankruptcy under the act of Congress
uforesaid, and the said trustees shall have a!!
the rights and powers of assignees in bank¬
ruptcy given by the said act of Congress.
And power is given to the said trustees to

summon and examine, on oath or otherwise,
the officers of the said Building Fund
and Dollar Savings Bank, and any
creditor, and any person indebted to
the estate of the said bankrupt, or
person suspected to have any of the
said estate in his possession, and any other]
person whose examination may be material
or necessary to aid the said trustees in the
execution of their trust; and leave is given
said trustees to apply to the court for pro¬
cess to compel the attendance of such per¬
sons and the production of books and pa¬
pers; and it Is ordered that the said trustees
do collect the choses in action of the said es¬
tate by suit in this court or otherwise an pru¬
dent individuals would as if actiqg in their
own right, and are forbidden to sell at auc¬

tion or to make other wholesale disposition
of said choses in action, or any of them, ex¬

cept by order of this court made after good
cause shown; and ar . forbidden to pay any
fees or expenses o: he than those prescribed
by law except they Oe approved by the re-

gister, taxed by the clerk, and authorized by
the express order of this court.
And the said trustees are not to enter

upon the discharge of their duties in this be¬
half until they shall first have entered into a

bond, approved by the register or the court",
in the penalty of twenty-five thousand dol¬
lars, conditioned for the faithful performance
of their duties.
And it is ordered that all rmmies collected

and received by and all drafts and promissory
notes taken by the said trustees in the pro¬
gress of their duties shall be deposited to the
credit of this cause forthwith alter being re¬

Mr. Fairman, of the Illinois Central rail¬

road, president of the Association, next read
bis annual report, giving a full history of
the operations of the Association during the
past year.
The number of assessments have been un¬

usually large, but there has been a fair in¬
crease in the aggregate membership. Du¬
ring the four and a half years of the Associa¬
tion the sum of $89,000 has been raised and
paid out, besides assessments and in process
of collection, which will amount to $15,000.
This has been done with a total expenditure
of $8,500, which includes the original outlay
incident to a new organization.
The number of members enrolled has

been increased from 2,584 to 2,981, the deaths,
forfeitures, &c., from 678 to 904, and the ac¬
tual membership from 1,906 to 2,077.

He advises a limitation of the penalty pre¬

scribed" In the ease of reinstatement of mem¬
bers. He suggests the propriety or author¬
izing the Executive Committee to make an
advance assessment of one dollar, the pro¬
ceeds to be applied to the immediate pay¬
ment of a substantial sum in all cases of
death after the proper proofs have been re¬
ceived by the Association

Iu concluding, the President says that the
Association is so lirmly established that no
fears need be entertained in regard to its
permanence, and it only needs a continu¬
ance of the same principles of action that
have characterized the Association in the past
to injure an uninterrupted career of pros¬
perity flhd usefulness.
The report was received and adopted.
